A 
detachment of troops sent to Gomela's 
assistance subsequently engaged the in- 
surgents and the latter lost twenty-six kil- 
led. Of the troops seven were killed and 
twenty-two wounded.

The City Must Furnish the Hydrants. No 


Money to Spare. 


There is a consideration in the granting 


of the use of Broad Brook water for fire 
purposes to Williamstownand it Is of such 
an important nature that It makes favor- 
able action on the part of the board of 
public works a thing to be doubted at least 
for this year. The town of Williamstown 
does not own Us own water supply but 
rather has to pay rental for the water used 
for fire purposes to the Williamstown 
Water company. The town asks this city 
to-put in five hydrants in the section of 
the town near the depot and then pro- 
poses to pay |22 per hydrant for use of 
the water for fire protection. The board 
of public works is willing to grant the de- 
sired privilege but is not in a position 
financially to furnish the hydrants which 
means an ezpenditlon of $'1000 or more. 
The board is considering the matter and 
Williamstown is awaiting the result of 
the deliberation with anxiety. 
It is 


thought the decision will be that no hy- 
drants will be furnished this year.

Wednesday was a diy that will long be 


remembered and told of by the good peo- 
ple of Savoy. It was the centennial day 
of the oil mountain town that received 
its first settler 120 years ago and twenty 
years later was incorporated as a town. 


It was almost an ideal day for the cele- 


bration of the most noteworthy event 
that the town of Savoy has seen for many 
days or is likely to see for many days to 
come. The mountain air was delightfully 
cool, the sun not too hot, the skies wore 
their brightest Berkshire blue, and a 
grateful breeze prevented anything like 
uncomfortable bent 


How many were present to help the peo- 


ple of Savoy celebrate their centennial it 
is difficult to say for the throng was scat- 
tered in several groves. Twenty-five hun- 
dred visitors were 
probably on 
the 


grounds, and not less than 600 or 600 
teams were to be founA in the fields and 
woods about Harris's grove where the cen- 
tennial exercises were held. 


People were present from most every- 


where. 
All of Savoy was there. 
The 


neighboring hill towns of Berkshire sent 
hundreds to enjoy the event, and people 
were there from Pittsfleld and Lanesboro 
and Great Barrington, and from Aduns 
and North Adams and Williamstowu, and 
some were there whom we recognized as 
coming from southern Vermont. 


There were many there who by their 


dress and urban manners showed that 
they had come from city homes far away 
to what was once the old family settling 
place. 
Chicago, Boston, New Haven, 


New York and other remote places were 
all represented in the motley throng. 


The city government of Pittstteld was 


represented by ten or twelve gentlemen 
who came up in a tally-ho load from the 
shire town. 
North Adams was repre- 


sented by halt a dozen of the city council 
and a dozen or more representative citi- 
zens. Adams had a large delegation of 
its representative citizjna present. 


In a word, it was a big crowd and one 


that must have gratified the people of 
Savoy, for it is a long way up the moun- 
tain roads from where the many visitors 
had to come and nothing less than a real 
interest and hearty good will could have 
brought them there. 


The centennial exercises were held in 


Harris's grove, about three miles from Sa- 
voy hollow. The speakers' stand, a raised 
platform of boards was on the north side 
and a half dozen.rods from the road In a 
grove of beautiful (bade trees. Above it 
hung a large flag and it was decorated 
with flags and flowers. The stand faced 
the south-east. A few feet to the north of 
the speakers stand was the temporary 
dining hall, about 30 by 45 feet in size 
overspread with canvas. Mr Harris' house 
next to this was hospitably thrown 
open to ail during the whole day. 


Too much praise cannot be given the 


committee of arrangements and the good 
ladles of Savoy who managed the centen- 
nial. An immense amount of planning 
and bard work hod to be done, and it was 
well done. The committee of arrange- 
ments was made up as follow:: 
A. J. 


McCullock, chairman and trees i :r; N. B. 
Baker, secretary; F. C. Bourne, historian; 
Elmer E. Maynard, supplies; W. W. Bur- 
nett, platforms; E. D. Codding, music; F. 
N. Haskins, lumber; Z. E. Kemp, table; 
C. C. Barnes, reception; C. H. Phelps, 
marshal. All these gentlemen acquitted 
themselves with great credit. 


On the platform were seated the speak- 


ers of the day. invited guests from abroad' 
members of the press, representatives of 
tho 
Pittsfleld city 
government and 


officers of the day. One remarkable figure 
seated there on the left of the platfoam 
was Mrs. Allen Hathaway descended from 
one of the earliest settlers in the town, 
and now one of the oldest in the place. In 
direct charge of the platform were Presi- 
dent of the Day McCulloch and Secretary 
Baker, who, it is needless to say, per- 
formed their duties in a dignified and able 
manner. 


The literary exercises began at 10.30 


o'clock with prayer by Rev. Harry Mc- 
Millin,followed by a song by the Adams 
Oleeciub. TheHarmonjo club of Pitts, 
field, a local quartet and Lafayette band 
of Adams furnished very acceptable 
music daring the day. 


A warm-hearted and sincere address of 


welcome, that made all present feel that 
they were indeed welcome guests of the 
people of Savoy, was delivered by L. M. 
MoCulloch. 


At the beginning of the speaking it was 


apparent no speaker could be well heard 
for the wind blew directly against each 
speaker's voice carrying it away from his 
audience, and this disadvantage, with the 
rustling of the leaves in the trees, badly 
marred the pleasure of all. 


The historical address was delivered by 


E. C. Bourne. It was an address that re- 
quired a great deal of work and research 
to prepare and went minutely into the 
history ot the town. The few who could 
hear and knew of Savoy listened with 
interest. But because so few could hear 
and because of the historical value of the 
address, it should be preserved in printed 
form for the people of Savoy. As the his- 
torian of the occasion, Mr. Bourne de- 
serves high credit for his careful work. 


H. J. Dunham of Pittsfleld next deliv- 


ered a patriotic address, dwelling espec- 
ially on the moral and public characteris- 
tics of the people of whom Savoy was 
typical. He spoke feelingly of the death 
of his brother, B. W. Dunham, and read a 
letter of Senator H. L. Dawes extolling 
the dead brother's many virtues. The 
oration was an eloquent tribute to the 
worth and virtue of New England pio 
neers. 


After the Harmonic club had sung "Old 


New England" and "Hear 'dem Bells," 
dinner was announced, and every one ad- 


journed to the dining pavilion, where 
more than a thousand people were fed 
and fed bountifully. 
Four large tables 


were set at each of which about fifty peo- 
ple could be seated. An elaborate dinner 
of cold meats, breads and pastry and cof- 
fee made up the repast for which the 
ladies of Savoy deserve great credit. 
All 


were fed who wished to be, und then 
there was gathered up more than twelve 
basketfuls without any miracle being per. 
formed. 


After the dinner hour during which 


many old acquaintances were renewed, 
the literary exercises were pgain taken up, 
A poem was read by Reverend A. Brain- 
ard. 
Hon. H. L. Dawes was absent but 


sent a feeling letter which was read. 


Several more of tuose who were ex- 


pected were unable to be present, and 
their places on the program fere tilled bv 
others,. 
Addresses were made by Dr. 


Charles Bowker of Bernardston, Rev. Si.

LAKE MICHIGAN'S CURRENTS. 


How Th«jr Operat* to Piodoco the Sand 


Ban Aln* the Shore*. 


Lake Michigan'a eccentricities, Its high 


tides mid Its low ticks, its wind ourrents 
mid its wave ripple*, liave been the source 
of aguod deal of speculation among the 
sc-ifntL.ts, and many have been puttied to 
know i ts vagarint. The children are pleased 
to hunt for round, shining stones on the 
bench, without guessing why tlicy are 
found there and not half a mile north or 
south, where the touch is simply packed 
wet sand. Yet the experience of practical 
men for 40 ye«rs ulunft tho shore has been 
that Hie ptbbles are great travelers, at tho 
sport of tho wares and the wind. 


tfoine facts on th« Band bars and ths 


|wl«M«s are gh en by a gentleman who for 
•10 years has spent a g»od deal of time and 
t huuglit watching the movement of bars 
and fcaad in currents of the take. His ob- 
servations have coTored that portion of the 
shore from Milwaukee to Michigan City. 
"The currents of th« lake," he said, "are 
ranged by tho winds. On the west shore of 
the lake we nsnally find traces of three 
Baud turn. The first i*, on the averago, 180 
tu 1,000 (eat from tho shore. The bar Is 
about ~'00 feat wide, uud the depth pi the 
water on It varies from 8% to 8 feet. Just 
liuyond is a second bar, from 2,000 feet to 
one mile from the shore, which IB £00 feet 
wide, with a depth of water beginning at 
(i feet <>n the land side a«d running to 13 
feet on the outer edge. The third aand bar 
is ouUide of the seoond. It begins with a 
ili-pth of 10 feet rmd gradually deepens off 
These bars are deposited by currents run- 
ning parallel with the shore during the 
time of storms, and the sand is constantly 
coming from the north aad gradually 
working south. With a northeasterly blow 
it comes along tho west tank of Lake 
Michigan, turns the lake at the southern 
end and is carried along on the cast shore 
by the southwesterly gales. The same 
grains of sand are traveling around the 
race track, slow but sure. I will venture 
to nay that there a» pebbles on theso 
beaches that have baen around this lake a 
good many times. 


"The inner bar has a sand depth of 


about 10 feet If the contour of the shore 
is changed by running out a pier, the loca- 
tion of the bar is changed. The bar will 
form and gu round that pier about the 
same distance away from it ttiat it is from 
the shore and then gradually turn and 
oome In until it reaches the tame distance 
from I he shore. The general line of the 
bar i« southeast, parallel with the shore. 
It is formed by the currant on both sides 
of it. The waves break there, and the sand 
Is hold In solution by the strong currents 
on either side. Naturally the water rushes 
tlm fastest through the two deepest chan- 
nels on each side of the bar, producing 
breakers which break iato spray. In calm 
weather there is no current to the water. 
It hop no perceptible movement except at 
times when there might be u heavy gale 
down the lake somewhere and no wind 
here. In that case there would still be 
smooth water here, but yon would have n 
current or rntliern movement of the water 
rising and falling like the tide. Thhisonie- 
times results in a tidal ware six or eight 
feet high. 


"In calm weather tin sand bar Is per- 


fectly quiet, but during n storm it is con- 
stant! r moviqg in it state of solution for 
two or three feet. Tho water dashing and 
the currents ft viking tho shore cause ero- 
sion. .The. (wild of the lake is being made 
all the time nnd is exhnustless, in my es- 
timation. Whore there is a rooky bottom 
tho rocks olat.li together. As the bowlders 
break off the slashing and clashing of the 
wave? rub them together. Every time the 
bowlder or rock strikes particles of the 
corners are knocked off, and these the cur- 
rent gat hers and carries along just like the 
snow driving Along a fence."—Milwaukee 
Btntinel.

The oyster is becoming demoralized. It 


was enough to bo expensive, but now It 
has lent itself to gambling and bad Imhiti 
and Incomes the cause of folly in others. 
The oyster game began in Ostend, where 
a p«i r.r of gamblers, having sat down to 
diiio *>!n(\ fresh oysters were brought in. 
Iiaiii' ,!i itely one wagered that his oyster 
vvoulu gape first. The Idea was hailed with 
tho greatest enthusiasm. A eft of im- 
promptu rules was drawn up, each one of 
the dgr.on guests selected his oyster, and 
the content began. The first oyster to yawn 
was to get the whole of the stakes. 


Bait an hour passed and not one of the 


oysters showed the slightest disposition to 
open, and* the diners were so engrossed 
with their bivalves that they had entirely 
forgotten their appetltea An hour slipped 
by »nd still the oysters gave no sign of 
opening The stakes were doubled just to 
hcl&ht«n the excitement. Word of the con- 
test hail reached the casino, and when the 
second hour of the contest was begun the 
dining room was surrounded by a great 
crowd of lookers on, who caught the gam- 
blers' enthusiasm 
They picked out their 


fnvor! te oysters, and in some cases backed 
them to the extent of $1,000. Another half 
hour nnd tho oysters remained as unde- 
monstrative as ever. At last, just as the 
third hour was completed, one of the oys- 
ters imped freely several •times, and then 
fell wide open on Its owner's plate. The 
poor lellew had developed a terrible thirst 
nud could not stnnd the close atmosphere 
of itt. own shell any longer. When tho 
lucky owner of this oyster came tn count 
his v;innings, he found that they amount- 
ed to 135,000 —Spare Moments.

instead of th» manufacturer, he has as 
much right tn ask for a bounty on 
wheat, oats, or cattle, as upon sugar, 
beets, or cano; but so imich of tba 
bounty as g<ys to Nebraska finds its 
way, 
not to the farmers, bat to two 


factories. If tho people of Nebraska pay 
their shnre 02' federal taxation, the gov- 
ernment collects for the bounty from all 
the people of Nebraska abort* $150,000 
and pays ovo* to two corporations $7(i,- 
060. 
It is thas seen that the state of 


Nebraska payj out twice as much as it 
receives and ttmt while everybody pays 
only the two factories receive. 


"I hava yot to learn the duty of a 


repreientativs if I am under auy obliga- 
tion to plead /or two sugar factories be- 
cause they nceive large anms and dis- 
regard the righteof more than a million 
people because they pay in small 
amonuta If I demand bounties for beet 


j sugar in my RtRte, I cannot oppose 


bounties and subsidies for industries in 
other states, ajid thus, to secure a special 
advantage for two factories in Nebraska 
I must subject the people of that state 
to » burdensotaa tux npou everything. 


"I dissent, too, from the position 


taken by some, that we are compelled 
by a moral obligation to allow the 
bounty to rcn'.nm for the period named 
in the present: law. Such a position is 
wholly untenable. If the Fifty-first con- 
gress could pledge the revenues for the 
government for IS yearn, it could jnst 
as well pledge them for 50 or 100 
yeare, and enrely no one will »ay that 
one congress, can thus Rive a perpetual 
bounty and ifiipose obligations on snb- 
geoueut iegisjntures. The present law 
p.-ovided w!ws the bounty should ter- 
lamate, bat It could not guarantee its 
ciutiuuance until that rime. If congress 
ci\nnot properly give a bounty directly 
to the sugar industry, neither can it 
propel 'y impose a tax upon sugar for 
the avowd propose of protecting the) 
sugar industry,

I preferred to let the bounty 
fall by degrees and raife the needed rev- 
enue in a wuy that, instead of taxing 
the poor man :ia much as the rich man 
on tha same number of pounds of sugar, 
would make wealth bear its share of the 
expenses ol government.

words, I would rather give free sugar 
to the ppople and make up the deficit 
by an income tax."

MAKING SERGE CLOTH. 


British Idea of Supplying Americans With 


"Woolen Goods." 


I have given you a lay out for a cotton 


warp and shoddy union, thousands, of 
which have been sent by Bradford s^ip- 
pers to your side, and I now here give 
you acother leaf from • well known 
manufacturer of those shoddy cloths. 
These aro the particulars for a more 
popular cloth still—serges—which have 
sold in immense numbers both here and 
in the States. 


Take 79 stones (1,106 pounds) serge 


mnngo at 2% pence per pound. Mix 
with it nothing else, either cotton or 
wool. Do not oil it, but scribble it 
straight away from the rag grinder. 
When scribbled, spin into 5 skeins 
weft yarn. This 79 stones will produce 
1G3 \vh;irtrou3, or 978 pounds, yarn. 
Spinning, scribbling and \veaving costs 
here Is. 4d. per whartrou, equal to fl 
pounds. For weavinj; a 90 yard finished 
piece the weaver i«i pajd 7s. 8d., or (1.74. 
Of oourae a cotton w*rp yarn is used, 
generally made from American cotton, 
and a serge piece 29 produced 04 inches 
wide, 23 ounces in weight, and sold at 
14>4 pence per yard. The profit remain- 
ing to the manufacturer is 2s. 6d. per 
piece, which js considered a food profit 
Thia is not tho cheapest serge marie here. 
A G4 inch sorgo, weigaing 33 ounces, can 
be bought in Leeds for 24 cents, but the 
above is a popular one. Truly we have 
hero a superfluity of shjvni and shoddy,

Caoton, O., Aug. 27.—The following 


is William McKinley's letter of accept- 
ance, made public to-day: 


Hon. .Tolfh M. Thurston and others, 


members of the notification committee 
of the republican national convention. 
Gentlemen: In pursuance of the prom- 
ise made to your committee, when 
notified of my nomination as the re- 
publican candidate for president, 1 beg 
to submit this formal acceptance of 
that high honor, and to consider in de- 
tail questions at issue in the pending 
campaign. Perhaps this might be con- 
sidered unnecessary in view of my re- 
marks on that occasion, and those I 
have made to delegations that have 
visited me since the St. Louis conven- 
tion, but in view of the momentous 
importance of the proper settlement of 
the issues presented on our future 
prosperity and standing as a nation, 
and considering only the welfare and 
happiness of our people, I oould not be 
content to omit again calling attention 
to the questions which in my opinion 
vitally affect our strength and posi- 
tion among the governments of the 
world. 


The Troo Cataaie of Silver, 


For the first time sine* 1868, if ever 


before, there ie presented to the 
American people this year a clear and 
direct issue ai to our monetary sys- 
tem, of vast importance in it* effects, 
and upon the right settlement of which 
rests largely the financial honor and 
prosperity of the country. It is pro- 
posed by one wing of the democratic 
party, and its allies, the people's and 
silver parties, to inaugurate the frea 
and unlimited coinage of silver by in- 
dependent action on the part of the 
United States at a ratio of sixteen 
ounces of silver to one ounce of gold. 
The mere declaration of this purpose 
;s a menace to our financial and indus- 
trial interests and has already created 
universal alarm. It- involves great 
peril to the credit and business of the 
country, a peril so grave that con- 
servative men everywhere are break- 
ing away from their old party asso- 
ciations and uniting with other patri- 
otic 
citizens in emphatic protest 


against the platform of the democratic 
national convention as an assault upon 
the faith and honor of the government 
and the welfare of the people. 
Via 


have had few questions in the lifetime 
of the republic more serious than the 
one which is thus presented. 


Mo Benefit to Labor. 


The character of the money which 


shall measure our values and ex- 
changes and settle our balances with 
one another and with the nations of 
the world is of such primary import- 
ance and so far-reaching in its conse- 
queuco as to call for the most pains- 
taking investigation, and, in the end, 
a sober and unprejudiced judgment at 
the polls. We must not be misled by 
phrases, nor deluded by false theories. 
Free silver would not mean that silver 
dollars were lo be freely had without 
cost or labor. It would mean the free 
use of the mists of the United States 
for the few who are the owners of sil- 
ver bullion, but would make silver coin 
no freer to the many who are engaged 
m other enterprises. It would not 
make labor easier, the hours of labor 
shorter,. or the pay better. It would 
not make farming less laborious or 
more profitable. It would not start a 
factory or make a demand for an addi- 
tional day's labor. It would create no 
new occupations. It wouid add noth- 
ing to tha comfort of the masses, the 
capital! of the people or the wealth 
of the nation. It seeks to introduce 
a uew measure of value, but would add 
no value to the thing measured. It 
would not conserve values. On the 
contrary, it would derange all existing 
valuer It would nut restore business 
confidence, but its direct effect would 
be to destroy the little which yet re- 
main*. 


Wa»t It Meani. 


Tim meaning of the coinage plank 


adopted at Chicago is that any one 
may take a quantity of silver bullion 
now worth fifty-three cents to the 
miuta of the United States, have it 
coined at the expense of the govern- 
ment and receive for it a silver 
dollar which shall be legal ten- 
der for the payment of all debts, 
public and private. 
The 
owner 


of the silver bullion would get the 
silver 
dollar. . It 
would 
belong 


to him and to nobody else. Other peo- 
ple wovud get it only by their labor, 
the products of their Ian1, or some- 
thing of value. The bullion own er on 
the basis of present values would re- 
ceive the silver dollar for fifty-three 
cent1- worth of silver and other people 
would bo required to receive it as a 
full dollar in the payment of debts. 
The government would get nothing 
from the transaction. It would bear 
the expense of coining the silver and 
the community would suffer losa by 
its me. 


The Dollar* Compared. 


We have coined since 1378 more than 


400,000,000 of silver dollars, which 
are maintained by the government at 
parity with gold and are a full legal 
tender for the payment of all debts, 
public and private. How are the sil- 
ver dollars now in use different from 
those that would be in use under free 
coinage? They are to be of the same 
weight and fineness; they are to bear 
the same stamp of the government. 
Why would they not be of the same 


/aluc? 1 answer: The silver dollars 
aou in use were coined on account of 
the govern iient and not for private 
account or gain, and the government 
has solemnly agreed to keep them as 
good as the best dollars we have. The 
government bought the silver bullion 
at its market value and coined it into 
silver dollars. Having exclusive con- 
trol of the mintage it only coins what 
it can hold at a parity with gold. The 
profit, representing the difference be- 
twe ,-u the commercial value of the sil- 


ver bullion and the face value of the 
silveo.dollar, goes to the government 
for the benefit of the people. The 
government bought the silver bullion 
contained in the silver dollar at very 
much less than it* coinage value. The 
government having issued and circu- 
lated the silver dollar it must in 
honor protect the ^holder from loss. 
This obligation it has so far sacredly 
kept. Not only is there a moral obli- 
gation, but there is a, legal obligation 
expressed in public statute to main- 
tain the parity. 


Could Not Bo Kept al Par. 


These dollars, in the particulars I 


have named, are not the sama as the 
dollars which Would be issued under 
free coinage. They would be the lame 
in form but different in value. Tbe 
government would have no part in t&« 
transaction except to coin the silver 
bullion into dollars. It would share 
in no part of tha profit. It would take 
upon itself no obligation. It would 
not put the dollars into circulation. It 
oould only get them, a* any citizen 
would get them, by giving something 
for them. It would deliver them to 
those who deposited the silver, and its 
connection with the transaction there 
end. 
Such are the silver dollars which 


would be issued under free coinage of 
silver at a, ratio of 18 to 1. Who would 
then maintain the parity? 
What 


would keep thorn at par-with gold? 
There would be DO obligation resting 
upon tha government to do it and if 
there were it would be powerless to do 
it. The simple (ruth is we would be 
driven to a silver basis—to silver 
monometallism. These dollars, there- 
fore, would stand upon their real 
value. 
It means the debasement of 


our currency to the amount of the dif- 
ference between the commercial and 
coin value of the silver dollar, which 
is ever changing and the effect would 
bo to reduce property valuss, entail 
untold financial loss, destroy confi- 
dence, impair the obligation of existing 
contracts, further impoverish 
the 


laborers and producers of the country, 
create a panic of unparalleled severity 
and inflict upon trade and commerce a 
deadly blow. Against any such policy 
I am unalterably opposed. 


Bimetallism. 


Bimetallism cannot be secured by 


independent action on our part. 
It 


cannot be obtained by opening our 
mints to the unlimited coinage of the 
silver of the world at a ratio of 16 
ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold, 
when the commercial ratio is more 
than 30 ounces of silver to 1 onnce of 
gold. Mexico and China have tried 
the experiment. Mexico has free coin- 
age of silver and gold at a ratio slightly' 
in excess of 16 1-2 ounces of silver to 
1 ounce of gold, and while her 
mints are freely open to both metals 
at that ratio not a single dollar in gold 
bullion is coined and circulated as 
money. Gold has been driven out of 
circulation in thane countries and they 
are on a silver basis alone. Until in- 
ternational agreement is had it is the 
plain duty of the United States, to 
maintain the gold standard. 


The Doubt* Standard. 


On the S2d of August, 1891, in a pub- 


lic address, I said: "If we could have 
an international ratio, which all the 
leading nations of the world would 
adopt, and the true relation be fixed 
between the two metals, and all agree 
upon the quantity of silver which 
should constitute a dollar, then silver 
would be as free and unlimited in its 
privileges of coinage as gold is to-day. 
But that we have not been able to se- 
cure, and with the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver adopted in the United 
States, pt the present ratio, wa would 
be still further removed from any 
international agreement. 
Wa may 


never be able to secure it if we enter 
upon the isolated coinage of silver. 
The double standard implies equality 
at a ratio and that equality can only 
be established by the concurrent law 
of nations." 
Do Work for International Agreement. 


The republican party has not been, 


and is not not now, opposed to the use 
of silver money, as its record abun- 
dantly shows. It has done all that 
could be done for its increased use, 
witti safety and honor, by the United 
States acting apart from other govern- 
ments. There are those who think 
that it has already gone beyond the 
limit of financial prudence. Surely 
we can go no further, and we must 
not permit false lights to lure us 
across the danger line, The republi- 
can party has declared in favor of an 
international agreement, and if elect- 
ed president it will be my duty to em- 
ploy all proper means to promote it. 
The free coinage of silver in this coun- 
try would defer, if not defeat, inter- 
national bi-metallism, and until an in- 
ternational agreement can be had 
every interest requires us to maintain 
our present standard. 


Acalnit Appeal! to Fauloa. 


It is a cause for painful regret and so- 


licitude that an effort is being made by 
those high in the counsels of the alliec 
parties to divide the people of this 
country into classes and create dis- 
tinctions among us, which, in fact, do 
not exist, and are repugnant to our 
form of government. These appeals 
to passion and prejudice are beneath 
the spirit and intelligence of a frea 
people and should be met with stern 
rebuke by those they are sought to

The one must b 
averted; the other corrected. The re 
publican party is wedded to the doc 
trine of protection and was never more 
earnest in its support and advocac 
than now. If arguments were neede 
to strengthen its devotion to th 
American system or increase the holi 
of that system en the party and people 
it is found in the leason and expert 
ence of the last three years. Me 
realize in their own daily lives wha 
before was to man; of them only re 
port, history or tradition. They hav 
had a trial of both systems and know 
what each has done for them. 


Demanded by Public Exlgenvle*. 


Washington, in hisjarewoll address, 


Sept. 17, 1790, a hundred yean ago, 
said: "As a very important source of 
strength and security, cherish public 
credit. One method •* preserving It 
is to use it as sparingly a* possible, 
avoiding the accumulation of debt, 
not only by shunning occasions of ex- 
pense, but by viperous exertions ia 
time of peace to discharge the debt* 
which unavoidable war* may have oc- 
casioned, not ungenerously throwing 
upon posterity the burden which We 
ourselves ought to bear." To facili- 
tate the enforcement of tha maxima 
which he announced he declared: "It 
is. essential that you should practically 
bear in mind that towards the pay- 
ment of debts there most be revenues;

The messages of President Cleveland 


from the beginning of his second ad-

! the country. While no resort to his- 
tory or official statement is required 
to advise us of the present condition 
and that which has prevailed during 


1 the past three years, I venture to 
I quote from President Cleveland's first 
! message, August 8, 1893, add ressed to 
the Fifty-third congress which he had 
called together in extraordinary ses- 
sion. ' 'T he existence of an alarming 
and ext raordinary business situation," 
said he, "involving the welfare and 
prosperity of all our people, has con- 
strained me to call together in extra 
session the people's representatives in 
congress. Our unfortunate financial 
plight is not the result of untoward 


\ events, nor of conditions related to 


j our natural resources. 
Nor is 
it 


traceable to any of the afflictions which 
frequently check national growth and 
prosperity. With plenteous crops, with 
abundant promise of remunerative pro- 
duction and manufacture, with un- 
usual invitation to safe Investment, 
and with satisfactory assurances to 
business enterprises, suddenly finan- 
cial distrust and fear have sprung up 
ou every side. Numerous monied insti- 
tutions have suspended. 
Surviving 


corporations and individuals are con- 
tent to keep in hand the money they 
are usually anxious to loan, and those 
engaged in legitimate business are 
surprised to find that the securities 
they offer for loans, though heretofore 
satisfactory, are no longer accepted. 
Values supposed to be fixed are fast 
becoming conjectural and loss and 
failure have invaded every branch of 
business." 


The Cauo* off too Cbanffo. 


Waat a startling and sudden change 


within the short period of eight 
months, 
from 
December, 1893, 
to 


August, 1803. What had occurred? 
A 
change of administration; 
all 


branches of the government had been 
entrusted to the democratic party, 
which was committed against the pro- 
tective policy that had prevailed unin- 
terruptedly for more than thirty-two 
years and brought unexampled pros- 
perity to the country, and firmly 
pledged to its complete overthrow and 
the substitution of a tariff for revenue 
only.

A depreciated currency 
has not existed to further vex the 
troubled business situation. • 


Good Money Novar Hado Tlm« Hard. 
It is a mere pretence to attribute 


the hard times to the fact that all our 
currency is on a gold basis. Good 
money never made times hard. We 
never had greater prosperity in this 
country, in every field of employment 
and industry, than in the busy years 
from 1880 to 1892, during all of which 
time this country was on a gold basis. 
We had, too, a protective tariff, under 
which ample revenues were collected 
for the government and an accu- 
mulating surplus which was applied to 
the payment of the public debt Let 
us hold fast to that which Ota know is 
good. It is not more monajip rye want; 
what we want is toput th« &r>BVcy we 
already have at work. Whjrt snoney 
is employed men are employed Both 
have always been steadily and t'emu- 
ncrativclv ens-aped --during all the 


years of protective tariff legislation. 
We cannot restore confidence either to 
the treasury or to the the people with- 
out a change in our present tariff 
legislation. 


The Tariff •» 1894. 


The only measure of a general na- 


ture that affected the treasury and the 
employment of our people passed by 
the Fifty-third congress was the gen- 
eral tariff act, which did not receive 
the approval of the president. What- 
ever virtues may be claimed for that 
act there is confessedly one which it 
does not possess. It lacks the essen- 
tial virtue of its creation—the raising 
of revenue sufficient to supply the 
needs of the government. It has at no 
time provided enough revenue for such 
needs, bnt it has caused a constant 
deficiency in the treasury and a steady 
depletion in the earnings of labor and 
land. It has contributed to swell our 
national debt more than $362,000,000, 
a sum nearly as great as the debt of 
the government from Washington to 
Lincoln, including all «ur foreign 
wars from the revolution to the re- 
bellion. Since its passage, work at 
home has been diminished; prices of 
agricultural products have fallen; con- 
fidence has been arrested and general 
business demoralization is seen on 
every hand.

The declaration of the platform 


touching foreign immigration is one 
of peculiar importance at this time, 
when our own laboring people are in 
such great distress.
